the cafo, ne we every day read of his Majesty’s
recelving this or that diplomatist,

Monslenr de Mounstier,
who has left Constantinople, and s now on hia
way to Parls, will proceed from Marseilles to
Biargity, and will there, no doubt, take hia
master’s instructions us to the line of polioy he
i# to pursue on taking office ns Minister of
Forelgn Allnirs,
Herr vou Blamark,

who has been #o often announced as intending
o pay the Emperor a vi<it, will now very lkely
not he able to leave Berling as e is laid up with
a sharp attack of nenralgia in the left leg.

Bis Majesty will also receive the visit of the
unfortunate Austrian Ambassador, Von Metter-
wich, who, it is said, will soon be replaced. Now
that thinge in Germany appear to be settling
down, fresh troubles seem o be sprivglug vp in
the Enst. The insurrection in Candin may, we
fear, bring up the difficall Oriental question,
The insurgents have, for the lnst ten days, been
setfing the Turco-Egyptun troops st detinnee,
and they seem determined to throw off the Otto-
man yoke, There is no doubt but that the Can-
diotes are receiving secret assistance from the
King of Greeee, who ia himsell backed by the
Czar. They both consider Turkey to be the most
decided obstacle to the emancipution of the
Christian races, and they look on the overthrow
of the Ottoman Empire as the best mode to solve
the Eastern question,

The Sicillan Imsurvection.

News from Florence informs us that the in-
surrection in Sieily has been quelled, and that
the troops of Victor Emanugl are now in quiet
possession of Palermo,

The arrival of the Epglish fleet ot Palermo 4
week belore the ipsurrection broke ount, and
the attitude ol the English towards the Sicilinps,
have been the subjects of comment among the
Italian journals, and furnished the chief nrgu-
ment of the charge brought against England,
that of coveting Sicily, the pearl of the Meadi-
teiranean, Buot itis much more ratiopal to
belleve that the presence of the English squad-
ron was 4 measure for the protection of the in-
terests of Great Britsin, a sort of precaution
which appears to have heen entirely wouting to
the Italinn Government. Moreover, if England
really nourished any designs on Sicily, in view
of her own naval interesis in the Mediterranean,
would she spontaneonsly have abandoned the
protectorate of the lonian Islands, which gave
ner o far more commanding position o the
waters of the Levant? It fs evident that these
inginuations are therefore utlerly devoid of
common sense,  and i Iinly Is ever to lose
Sieily, it will certainly not be through the in-
trigues of Englagd.

With the exception of the two Insurrections
in the Mediterrancan, we have very little of
political interest to writle about. Our papers
are moztly taken up with the dolugs of the
Court at Binrritz, The benlih of Napoleon 111 is,
1t may be said, quite re-gstabilshed: he leads a
most active life at the sea-side, he dally super
intends the works of the jetty which Is being
made at that fashionable watering-place; he
alg0 takes long walks with the Prince Imperial,
and superintends his swimming lessons, His
Imperial Highness caunot be sald to have a
very decided taste for the sall sea wave,

Napoleon Loses a Friemd,

The Emperor bas, since his arrival at Blarritz,
been much afllicted by the death of his intimate
friend and almost constaut cempanion, Count
Baceloche, the Connt who was al the same time
chamberlain to the Emperor and Surinfendant
des Theatres. He was glxty-three years old, and
had long been a sufferer. France bas also lost
another notability, but no frlend (o the present
dynusty,

The Marguis de Bolssy,
the most eccentric man in Frauce, died s few
days ago, at the age of 68, He was a Legitimist of
the Ville Roche, and was called the Enfant Terri-
ble of the Benate, The noble Marquls was allowed
to say many things which others hardly dared
to think in France. He was always of the oppo-
gitlon, no matter what Government was in
power. The Marguis de Boissy was notorious
for his hatred of our neighbors across the
channel, whom be never lost an opportunity of
ubusing, It was he who gave such a welcome
to Stephens, the Penian leader, of whom he
made & great pet during his stay in Paris, after
his escape from the hands of his English jatlors,
The Musical King.
The good Bavarinn beer-irinkers are at the
present;moment very much dissatisfied with theie
young king, who pays more sttention to the
music of the future than to the affuirs of the

An extended work of 430 pages on political
economy lies before us, Coming,as it does,
from an ex-member of Congress, and a gen-
tleman so favorably known “down East” as
Mr, Walker is, it should merit a careful atten-
tion from those who feel an interest in the
snbject—although, as a text-book, its falla-
cies are s0 glaring as to make it rather an
evil than a work of reference,

To a caweful student, and one who has
alrendy fully made up his mind on the great
questions of the day as relating to political
economy, we would recommend its perusal,
1t is a case of special pleading In favor of the
heresy ol tree trade. The arguments ad-
vanced are plausible, and the theories erected
geem perfect. Were it not that experience
has taught us that iree trade would ruin our
land, we might almost believe that Mr.
Walker was 1ight. But with the light of
the past as our guide, we cannot but
view all Mr. Walker's reasonings, plau-
sible as they are, as “sounding brass and a
tinkling cymbal” We hope that, so far as
beginners are concerned, the sophistries of
this work may not reach them. Voltaire is
not dangerous when read by sincere Chris-
tians. All his scurrility and contempt are
powerless. So all the teachings of gentle-
men of Mr, Walker’s school are powerless so
soon a8 reazon has attained maturity. Until
then, let us protect the minds of our yonng
men from those dangerous fallacies which can
only to deceive the ignorant.

The work is admirably illustrated with din-
grams, representing (he rise and 1all ol gold,
the eflect ol trade, the value of commerce be-
tween nations, ete., and as a work of refer-
¢nce should have a place in every library.
It is handsomely bound, and prinied on good
paper and with clear large type,
